The Distributive Education, Work Study, and Coopera¬ 
tive Office Education programs offered an excellent 
opportunity for students to get a first-hand view of the 
world of business. In these programs, students attended 
regular classes at Captain Shreve half a day and worked the 
rest of the day. C.O.E. students reinforced their classroom 
lessons in bookkeeping, shorthand, and typing, by working 
as secretaries, clerks, and receptionists in businesses 
throughout the city. 

The buying and selling techniques learned in D.E. pre¬ 
paratory classes were easily applied to jobs as sales clerks 
and cashiers. 

The classroom and job experiences provided by the 
D.E., Work Study, and C.O.E. programs prepared many 
students to enter the world of business.
